A BILL FOR AN ACT ENTITLED: “AN ACT APPROPRIATING MONEY FOR MAJOR REPAIR AND CAPITAL 5 

DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS FOR THE BIENNIUM ENDING JUNE 30, 2025; PROVIDING FOR OTHER 6 

MATTERS RELATING TO THE APPROPRIATIONS; PROVIDING FOR A TRANSFER OF FUNDS FROM THE 7 

CAPITAL DEVELOPMENTS LONG-RANGE BUILDING PROGRAM ACCOUNT TO THE MAJOR REPAIR 8 

LONG-RANGE BUILDING PROGRAM ACCOUNT AND FOR A TRANSFER OF FUNDS FROM THE STATE 9 

GENERAL FUND TO THE CAPITAL DEVELOPMENTS LONG-RANGE BUILDING PROGRAM ACCOUNT; 10 

PROVIDING FUNDING FOR RATE INCREASES TO ALLOW CONSTRUCTION; AMENDING THE 11 

DEFINITION OF AN LRBP-ELIGIBLE BUILDING; PROVIDING FOR AN EMERGENCY SHELTER FACILITY 12 

INFRASTRUCTURE GRANT PROGRAM AND CRITERIA; PROVIDING RULEMAKING AUTHORITY; 13 

AMENDING SECTION SECTIONS 15-65-121 AND 17-7-201, AND 75-11-313, MCA; AMENDING SECTION 14

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 18 

 19 

NEW SECTION. Section 1. Definitions. As used in [sections 1 through 1011], unless the context 20 

clearly indicates otherwise, the following definitions apply: 21 

(1) "Authority only" means approval provided by the legislature to expend money that does not 22 

require an appropriation, including grants, donations, auxiliary funds, proprietary funds, nonstate funds, and 23 

university funds. 24 

(2) "Capital development" means capital projects provided for in 17-7-201(2). 25 

(3)  "Capital project" means the planning, design, renovation, construction, alteration, replacement, 26 

furnishing, repair, improvement, site, utility, or land acquisition project provided for in [sections 1 through 10] 27 

[SECTIONS 1 THROUGH 11]. 28 
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(4) "LRBP capital development" means the long-range building program capital developments 1 

account in the capital projects fund type provided for in 17-7-209. 2 

(5) "LRBP major repair" or "LRBP MR" means the long-range building program major repair 3 

account in the capital projects fund type provided for in 17-7-221. 4 

(6) "Major repair" means capital projects provided for in 17-7-201(7). 5 

(7) "Other funding sources" means money other than LRBP money, state special revenue, or 6 

federal special revenue that accrues to an agency under the provisions of law. 7 

(8) "SBECP" means funds from the state building energy conservation program account in the 8 

capital projects fund type, which may be utilized on either or both major repair and capital development 9 

projects. 10

NEW SECTION. Section 2. Major repair projects appropriations and authorizations. (1) The 12 

following money is appropriated to the department of administration for the indicated major repair projects from 13 

the indicated sources. Funds not requiring legislative appropriation are included for the purpose of 14 

authorization. The department of administration is authorized to adjust capital project amounts within the 15 

legislative intent of the major repair account-funded projects, subject to available revenues, if approved by the 16 

office of budget and program planning, and transfer the appropriations, authority, or both among the necessary 17 

fund types for these projects: 18

When a 7 

review shows that a capital project will result in energy or utility savings and improvements, that project must be 8 

submitted to the energy conservation program for funding consideration by the SBECP. Funding provided 9 

under the energy conservation program guidelines must be used to offset or add to the authorized funding for 10 

the project, and the amount will be dependent on the annual utility savings resulting from the capital project.

resort area, or resort area district exceeds $35,000, 50% of the amount available for distribution to the regional 10 

nonprofit tourism corporation in the region where the city, consolidated city-county, resort area, or resort area 11 

district is located, to be distributed to the nonprofit convention and visitors bureau in that city, consolidated city-12 

county, resort area, or resort area district; 13 

(g) 0.5% to the state special revenue account provided for in 90-1-135 for use by the state-tribal 14

The Montana heritage preservation and development commission shall 19 

report on the use of funds received pursuant to this subsection (2)(i) to the legislative finance committee on a 20 

semiannual basis, in accordance with 5-11-210. 21

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(4) "Division" means the architecture and engineering division of the department of administration. 1 

(5) "High-performance building" means a building that integrates and optimizes all major high-2 

performance building attributes, including but not limited to: 3 

(a) energy efficiency; 4 

(b) durability; 5 

(c) life-cycle performance; and 6 

(d) occupant productivity. 7 

(6) (a) "Long-range building program-eligible building" means a building, facility, or structure 8 

eligible for major repair account funding that: 9 

(i) is owned or fully operated by a state agency and for which the operation and maintenance are 10 

funded with state general fund money; or 11 

(ii) that supports academic missions of the university system and for which the operation and 12 

maintenance are funded with current unrestricted university funds. 13 

(b) The term does not include a building, facility, or structure: 14 

(i) owned or operated by a state agency and for which the operation and maintenance are entirely 15 

funded with state special revenue, federal special revenue, or proprietary funds; or 16 

(ii) that supports nonacademic functions of the university system and for which the operation and 17 

maintenance are funded from nonstate and nontuition sources. 18 

(7) (a) "Major repair" means: 19 

(i) a renovation, alteration, replacement, or repair project with a total cost of less than $2.5 million; 20 

(ii) a site or utility improvement with a total cost of less than $2.5 million; or 21 

(iii) a new facility with a total construction cost of less than $250,000. 22 

(b) The term does not include operations and maintenance as defined in this section. 23 

(8) (a) "New facility" means the construction of a new building on state property regardless of 24 

funding source and includes: 25 

(i) an addition to an existing building; and 26 

(ii) the enclosure of space that was not previously fully enclosed. 27 

(b) The term does not include the replacement of state-owned space that is demolished or that is 28
